Care ot Children. 


Grouping the care of children in 


three divisions, Dr. W, F. Wlnholt, 
Chicago, specialist on children, ex- 
plained tho latest methods for the de- 
velopment of healthier boys and girls; 
He took up the pre-natal stage; the 
period', from birth to ..two yeava; and 
tho pro-school years. 
The proper way of feeding the In- 
fant is upon the breast at four hour 
intervals for a full year. The babe 
should bo kept entirely upon 
the 


breast for the first six months, he said, 
when cooked, cereal can be given. 
Acknowledging that tho tendency is 
to. give, cereal, much earlier, ho. ad- 
vised waiting the.full six months. 
When eight months old,' the infant 


should bo started on vegetable water 
in'additlon to Ills previous diet- The 
'water of -spinach, carrots and beots 
should bo used with milk In making 
tho cereal, so. as to .provide salts for 
the development of the bones. 
NAt nine to 10 months, ho rccom- 
nicns the giving of mashed or baked, 
•potato. -Ho strongly advised against' 
giving fried potatoes of any character. 


When, a year old, breast ' feeding 


should be once or twice a day; cereal 
should be given once or twice; and 
vegetable once. With regard to eggs, 
he remarked that'while, tho average 
Infant can digest them at ;a.year, it 
was safer to wait until 18 months. No 
meat'should bo given until 18 months 
old, when tho child should bo:plaoed 
on table .diet of three meals a day, 
Pic-School A(?e Important. 


Tho pro-school, ago Is the 'period 
that is now receiving tho greatest at- 
tention, the- physician declared. When 
children enter school, it is found that 
most of them .are undernourished,-he 
said. 'Until now the general opinion 
has been that this-was due to consti- 
tutional defects, 
but 
it ' has been 


shown that there are six causes, any 
one of which may 
bo responsible: 


physical defects (90 nor cent of which 
are usually abovo the neck); improp-' 
Or feeding; unhygienic conditions auch 
as lack of fresh air and sunshine; lack 
of homo control and over-activity. 


1 Improper feeding is found mostly 
among tho poorer classes,, he pointed 
out.' 
Over-activity, which requires 


more food to' replace burned up tis- 
sues: is common among the znoro 
wealthy classes. With respect to 
over-activity, ho stressed the' Import- 
ance of insisting that the child.have 
napa every day—not'for ; rest* alone', 
but for.absolute sleep.. 


After tho child has been weaned, he 


urged the ugo of a pint and a half of 
milk a day, including that for both 
drinking and 'cereal. 
Ho 'advised 
against too much milk as enlarging 
tho abdomen and lessening the appe- 
'tlte for other foods. Boiled milk, un- 
less the supply ia .from tuberculin 
tested cows, was urged with the civ- 
Ing of fruit juices up'to flvo months 
of age. Tho value of boiled milk, he 
asserted, was <that .tho curds are 
smaller,and make for easier digestion.
